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FEeLtLow TOWNSMEN: 


_ In our report of the several schools, we have 
endeavored to give each due credit. It has been’ our, desire that 
every school in town should be a success. But few complaints 
have been made, and we are of the opinion’ that the prudential 
committees have made as good a selection of teachers as the pres- 
ent circumstances would admit. We would earnestly advise that 
the same teahers, so far as they have given satisfaction, be engaged 
for another year. The frequent changing of teachers is detrimen- 
tal to the best interests of our schools. | 

We have made one change in text books this year by introducing 
Harper’s Geography in the place of Warren’s. It is hoped that 
more attention will be paid to this important branch of education, 
especially in those schools where a large share of the time is given 
to arithmetic. 

The registers show quite a large number of absent and tardy 
marks. This habit is a great hindrance to the success and progress 
of our schools. Parents who are interested in the future well- 
fare of their children should strive to prevent the formation of 
careless habits through irregular attendance, which will follow 
them as they advance in life. _ Teachers need the co-operation of 
parents to drive this evil from our schools. 

Parents endeavor to train their children properly, yet they often 
fail. Hence the period hastens in the history of the child when 
the faculties come to require a more systematic training. The ed- 
ucation now passes not from the parent to the teacher but into that 
form when the schoolroom instruction is added to that of the 
household, and the schoolteacher comes to the help of the par- 
ent. Now is the time when the teacher needs his co-operation 
and support. The teacher will very soon learn those who have 
been neglected and improperly trained at home, and convinced of 
the fact that ‘*The child well governed at home is more than halt 
governed at school.” It will be hard indeed for the teacher to 
erase what the parent has written, and to enforce what the parent 
has neglected. It is just here that difficulties arise between par- 
ent and teacher, when too often, instead of his support we fin1 
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him complaining that his children are managed differently from his 
neighbor’s, that the teacher shows partiality. Visit the two fami- 
lies, and you will findin the one negligence and discord, in the oth- 
er obedience and harmony. Under such circumstances school chil- 
dren having dispositions unlike, must of necessity be governed dif- 
ferently. It would be just as effectual for a physician to prescribe 
the same treatment to all his patients as for a teacher to apply the 
same controlling influence to all the pupils. 


But teachers do sometimes err in this respect. The child of 
four or five years has been allowed to wander in the green fields 
and pastures, admiring the vast variety of plants and flowers, ac- 
quiring stores of useful knowledge by observation, without stint 
or tiring. Nature has thus far been his teacher. As he enters 
the schoolroom all seems a blank to him; he sees objects he cannot 
comprehend, and hears that which he cannot understand, It does 
not suffice that the teacher learns him to read and spell. Satisfy 
his inquiring mind with objects that will interest him; gradually 
lead his thoughts to a love for books, and the knowledge they im- 
part ; not by confining him to his books, not by compelling him to 
study, but by object teaching. 

But we must not expect teachers more than farmers or mechan- 
ics, to work profitably without tools ; we would therefore earnestly 
recommend that each school district be furnished with wall maps, 
a globe, blocks, and numeral frame. Every experienced teacher 
knows that teaching without sufficient apparatus is fraught with 
many difficulties, and the scholars, though passing over their stud- 
ies with fair success it may be, fail to fully understand points that 
might easily be made plain by their aid. 

It is wise for every town to hold out inducements to people to 
move into town for a home. How can this more effectually be 
done than by striving for the best system of common schools? to 
many this would be the greatest inducement. To this end one im- 
provement must first be made by diminishing the number of dis- 
tricts. There are too many districts in town for the number of 
scholars. Districts four and six might and ought to be united. If 
districts five, nine, and ten could by any means be wisely united, 
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it would be a great advantage to every scholar in those districts. 
We could thus lessen expenditure, have larger schools, longer 
terms, better teachers, and as a result better scholars. 

In a school of half a dozen scholars, and three times as many 
classes, a teacher cannot make his time and efforts tell; the schol- 
ars lack the necessary stimulus found in larger schools, of rivalry, 
and.ambition to excel each other. These suggestions occurred to 
us while visiting the smaller schools and noting their progress. 
We respectfully submit them for your consideration.
